The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 15 is allowed because the prior art failed to teach of fairly suggest a method for 
collecting light exiting from an object being scanned with a light source comprising the steps of : 
providing a source of a laser beam, directing the laser beam toward the object, orbiting the laser 
beam around the object, providing a plurality of detectors adapted to simultaneously detect the 
laser beam after passing through the object, and restricting the field of view of each detector so 
that each detector only sees its own patch of surface of the scanned object, each patch not 
overlapping with an adjacent patch. Claims 16-26 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.

EXAMINER S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Claims 1 5 is allowed because the prior art failed to teach of fairly suggest a method for 
collecting light exiting from an object being scanned with a light source comprising the steps of : 
providing a source of a laser beam, directing the laser beam toward the object, orbiting the laser 
beam around the object, providing a plurality of detectors adapted to simultaneously detect the 
laser beam after passing through the object, and restricting the field of view of each detector so 
that each detector only sees its own patch of surface of the scanned object, each patch not 
overlapping with an adjacent patch. Claims 16-26 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the Issue Fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the Issue 
Fee.
